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THE INCOME TAX.

Fon the action of (he Senate yesterday, in
atriking out the provisions of the Housa bill
ralating to the income tax, every just man in
tho nativn should be devoutly thankful. There
i no longer a decent pretext left for the con-
tinuauco of that odious, inquisitorial, and
unequal method of raising revenue. Not
only is the faith of the Government sab.
atantially pledged to its abrogation, bat the
nacessity for its imposition passed away while
its grosa ivjustics was being clearly demon-
strated.  'The motives which prompted the
mombers from riral distriots in the House to
vote for ita continuance are
a disgincs to American legislation. They
sl have understood perfectly well that they
wero imposing oppressive burdens upon thon-
sands of men in the cities from which thesir
own conslituents of greater relative wealth
find no difMioulty in oscaping, and that they
thus taced comparatively poor clerks and
busineas men for the indirect benefit of com-
paratively rioh farmers, They must have
Enown that while the law weighed heavily
upon atruggling honest wen, it was habitually
evaded by prosperous rogues. They could
not have been blind to the experience of
Greeab Britain that, while an income tax may
bo theoretically fair, it is practically the
most unfair of taxes. They understood
bow Dbitterly the instinets of the
Awmerican people revolt against a public ex-
posure of their private affairs, and how gall-
ing it is, in numberiess cases, to announce
either wealth or poverty to the world. They
could not have forgotten that the tax was
oxplicitly claasified, from the outset, as a war
tax, to be dispensed with as seon as it ceased
to be imperatively raquired by the Treasury,
aud they could not pretend to be ignoraut of
the prosperous condition of the national
fimances, Under thése circumstances they
oonmmitted such a grievons wrong in favoring
thoa continuancs of the tax, that they should
bo glad to avail themselves of the opportn-
mity presented by the action of the Senate
to chanpge front.

By a aingular coincidence the chair-
wona of the Senate Finance Committes,
ths chairman of the House Committee of
VWaps and Means, and the Commissioner of
futérunl Revenue, who are the most earnest
advoentes of the income tax, all hail from
(ihio  Their course commands the approval

THE GHORGIA BUSINESS.
It was on the 17th of May, a month after
the lateat action of thes Senate in the matter,
that the Reconstruction Committes of the
House instructed General Dutler to report a
certain bill for the restoration of Georgia to
representation in Congress, Butler was him-
self the author of the bill, but it did not meet
his views altogether, and so he quietly poe-
keted it and awanited developments, Subse-
guently the committes voted to attach the
Bingham proviso to the bill. but in this shape
it was even more objectionable to the chair-
man, and another delay was the result. Then,
on the 16th of June, Buller succeeded in got-
ting authority from the committes to report
the hill without this proviso. and substan-
tinlly the same as in the case of Virginia,

Missigsippi, ‘end Texas, with an amendment |

repealing the law prohibiting the raising of
militia foroes in certnin Bonthern States., It
wis not, however, until the 23d that General
Butler condescended to report the bill in this
shape, and yesterday afternoon the House
came to a vote and the (uestion was put at
rest.

The Senate substitute for the original
House bill provided practically for remanding
the State to military rule. nuntil an election
could be held on the 15th of November next.
The measure which received the assent of the
House yesterday simply deeclares that *‘the
State of Georgia is entitled to representation
in Congress,” but with the proviso that
nothing in the act shall be construned to
deprive the people of the State of the right
to participate in an election for members of
the Legislature at the time fixed by the
present constitution. Tacked on to thisis a
provision repealing the acts which prohibit
the organization of the militin in the States
of Georgia, Misaissippi. Texas, and Virginia,
In this shape—which was a combination of a

Reconstruotion  Commitlee  offered Dby
Mr. Dawes, and certain awmendments
thereto proposed by Messre. Farusworth and
Dickey—the bill commanded the assent of
the HMouse, and the approval even of Butler
himself. The latter gentleruan at last yielded
to the general sentiment of the Honse, for

Two sets of Senators are ready to
claim speats in the wupper house—Hon,
Joshua Hill and Hon. Homer V. Miller,
elected by the Legislature after the negro
members had been cast out: and R. H.
Whitely (for the term ending March 4, 1871),
Foster Blodget (for the term commencing at
that date ), and H. P. Farron (for the term end-
ing March 4, 1874), elected in February last,
